The project found IOO had dropped out in the three 
counties studied, identified about 150 of them, en­ 
rolled 31 of them in a course of basic education, job 
orientation and job training on the NMI! campus. 
These people had problems that caused them to 
drop out of school short of high school graduation— 
a few of them before the age 16, minimum limit on 
schooling imposed by Michigan law. 
Dropping out of 
school greatly enlarged their problems. Some of the 
class members can’t read at a fourth grade level. They 
have no job skills to sell. 
These handicaps keep them out of desirable jobs.

Just as im portant and probably harder to remedy 
is tile psychological situation. These people have been 
defeated in any competition for good jobs and they 
have accommodated to their situation and accepted it, 
sinking into a rural poverty which actually deepens 
while the rest of society becomes more affluent. They 
lose touch with city plenty more and more and they 
become fearful. 
A wife was fearful to have her husband enroll in 
the course and enlarge the family’s ability to earn be­ 
cause he didn’t have enough clothing.

Many 
of these suits h ave a legitim ate 
basis, yet m ore and more law ­ 
suits are now being brought be­ 
cause medical or surgical tre a t­ 
m ent has been disappointing to 
t patient.

treatm ent because of the m any 
variables involved, m any per­ 
sons are bringing suit w hen the 
treatm ent fails to cure or some 
unforeseen com plication occurs. 
Even if the doctor who is 
sued is exonerated, such a suit 
may injure his reputation, and 
w hen m ultiplied m any times, 
adds to the cost of his liability 
insurance. 
Even suits for negligence are

WASHINGTON (AP) — Nick 
Altrock, one of baseball’s m ost 
famous funnyman, is dead at 88. 
Altrock died Wednesday night 
after a lengthy illness. He had 
suffered a stroke 2l/z years ago. 
Once 
one of the 
American 
League’s top pitchers, a sore 
arm sent Altrock into the com e­ 
dy field where his zany antics 
captivated first the rock-ribbed 
baseball fans, and later, vaude­ 
ville audiences. 
The showmanship first cam e 
to light when he pitched for Los 
Angeles 
in 
the 
Pacific Coast 
League before the turn of the 
century. One day, he gave up a 
walk and then picked off the 
runner. 
Pleased with himself, he pur­ 
posely walked sevren more m en 
during the game, picking off six 
of them 
As 
a 
comedian. 
Altrock 
worked first as a single, capital­ 
izing on a shadow-boxing rou­ 
tine. one-man wrestling bouts, 
juggling and mimicry. Then the 
late Clark Griffith, owner of the 
Washington 
Nationals, 
team ed 
him up with another clown, Al 
Schaeht. 
The two becam e fixtures at 
World Series contests and were 
a big draw ing card for the Nats 
both at home and on the road. 
They 
were 
headliners 
in 
vaudeville 
and 
even m ade 
a 
movie short in Hollywood. They 
feuded m the early 1930s, and 
although the act continued, they 
seldom spoke to each other. 
The two were best known for 
their patom im es of the sports 
highlights of the day. They en­ 
acted the Dempsey-Firpo fight, 
did a takeoff on Notre D am e’s 
Four Horsem en and made like 
tennis queens Suzanne Lenglen 
and M ary Browne. 
The act finally was broken lip 
when Schacht became a coach 
for the Boston Red Sox in 1934.

So says the L\ S Fish and 
Wildlife Service in announcing 
that 275.000 
acres

duck-producing wetlands base 
been put under a permanent 
preservation 
program 
in ttic 
Dakotas. Minnesota 
arui Ne­ 
braska. 
The 
acquisition 
is 
part 
of 
the 
national 
small 
wetlands 
preservation 
program 
which 
has a goal of 1.750.000 acre- 
Most of this will be 
concen­ 
trated in the four-state Upper 
Plains region 
Of the 275,000 acre'- so far 
acquired, about 80.000 
acres 
have been obtained by outright 
purchase and will be open to 
public hunting. The other 195,- 
000 acres have been placed un- 
ciri perpetual easement by the 
Service's Bureau of Sport Fish­ 
eries and Wildlife. Under th!s 
program, 
landowners 
receive 
payment for agreeing not to 
drain, burn or fill wetlands but 
otherwise retain control over 
the use of their lands. 
During the past several dec­ 
ades, millions of acres of prime 
water fowl-producing 
wetlands 
have been destroyed by drain­ 
age in the Upper Plains region. 
Congress moved to protect the 
remaining wetlands in 1959 by 
authorizing the small wetlands 
preservation program. 
Waterfowl 
traditionally 
re­ 
turn to the area where they 
were hatched to rear their own 
offspring. When these areas are 
destroyed, the ducks and geese 
will move elsewhere in search 
of breeding and nesting areas, 
often into areas where habitat 
conditions are less favorable. 
Duck production from these 
wetlands will depend again on 
the amount and quality of w a­ 
ter available next spring and 
summer. The prairie 
pothole 
country, often called the con­ 
tinent’s “ duck 
factory,” 
has 
been in the grip of a severe 
drought the past several years, 
with a resulting drop in Hie
